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Mike Johnson is a 
very ambitious coach. 
He’s had over 10 years 
as a coach now, and 
he knows where he 
wants to go — to the 
top. 

His main concern, 
however, is that coaches 
in Australia aren't al- 
lowed to continue coach- 
ing for too long. He poses 
a very pertinent question: 
where are the old, experi- 
enced coaches in Au- 
Stralia, the Dettmar Cram- 
ie the Enzo Bearzots of 

‘urope? 

Mike Johnson is a very 
knowledgable man, de- 
monstrated the fact 
he’s a qualified journalist 
and is presently writing 
his fourth book. So we 
split our recent interview 
with him into two. Last 
week Mike spoke about 
his background as a play- 
er and as a coach, and his 
Present commitment as 
coach of Wollongong Uni- 
ted. Here is Part Two: 


A: In the long-term, it is 
to be the best coach in the 
country, and taking up the 
positions that would tend to 
imply. I'm prepared to 
work towards that over the 
next 20 odd years, so long 
as I can keep getting oo 
loyment, and that’s a prob- 
Jem in coaching. If given 
the time to achieve my go- 
als, I think I will. I want to 
be ‘coaching successfully at 
a very ze level when I'm 
70, even 80, 

Coaches in Australia 
don't tend to get old. If 
they reach age 44 as a coach 
they’re doing quite well. 
The average life-span of a 
coach in this country must 
be about four or five years, 
because they've had the 
sack so often by that time. 
Two things happen: either 
nobody will look at them 
because they've had the 
sack, or they've been total- 
ly disillusioned, and sic- 
kened, and the drop-out 
Tate among coaches is terr- 
ible. Where is Ray 
Richards now, where is 
Manfred Schaefer now? 

In Europe the best 
coaches are in their fifties 
and sixties. It's obvious that 
you've got the wisdom and 
knowledge of years of ex- 

rience at 50 and 60, but 

ere at 50 and 60 you're 
long finished coaching. 
Consequently the standard 
of coaching at the senior 
level is very poor. 

‘They say the standard of 
coaching at the junior level 
is poor, but in fact at the 
junior level, we are almost 
‘on a par with overseas play- 
ers. It's generally accepted. 

‘What happens to an Au- 
ssie kid when he’s 18, 19, 
20, when he’s been in the 
big clubs for a few years? 
He has not progressed. 
There are two reasons for 
that. One is that the stan- 
dard of the game is not high 
enough and professional 
enough, but the other is 
that the quality of the coa- 
ching is not on a par in the 
Australian clubs as it is in 
Europe and England, and 
they do not get the neces- 
sary quality of coaching 
here. 

One of the reasons is that

ment, and I believe that’s 
one of the reasons the 
crowds aren't there. We 
cannot match overseas 
teams in terms of skill, and 
people are watching them 
‘on the box all the time, but 
at least we can put in the 
commitment so that people 
come away from Soccer 
games uplifted, which you 
very rarely do — you come 
away frustrated from Soc- 
cer games, feeling that 
players could have given 
more, the teams could have 
given more. 

I think St George is a 
classical example of a team 
that gives everything, every 
week, and I congratulate 
Frank Arok on what he’s 
achieved there,

Most coaches are in and out 
before they know what’s hit 
them. They get over- 
preoted far too early.

This is one of the 
reasons the players don't 
get the benefit of good coa- 
ching, because the coaches 
haven't had the time to acq- 
uire knowledge and experi- 
ence in coaching.

‘The Berries had used up 
their two subs, so striker 
Ross Brown moved into go- 
al, but no blame can go on 
him for the scoreline. 

The Canterbury team, 
but particularly the de- 
fence, was morally broken 
by Saints’ comeback and 
the sending-off of McPher- 
son, and physically broken 
by being reduced to 10 men 
and by St George’s superior 
fitness.

“MR ARSENAL” IS DEAD 


Sad loss for Arsenal. 
Bob Wall, known as 
“Mr Arsenal,” has died 
of a heart attack at the 
age of 68. 


Mr Wall joined Arsenal 
as a 16 year-old office boy 
in 1928 and worked his way 
up to secretary, ‘general 


manager and director, in a 
career which took him 
through the club's greatest 
times. 

Arsenal chairman Den- 
nis Hill-Wood said: “No 
club ever had a more loyal 
servant. His experience and 
expertise will be sadly mis- 
sed at Highbury.” 


England’s assistant-manager Bobby Robson 
names this as one of the great causes for England’s 
international decline. 

Robson said: “We must have a firm commitment 
from all club managers to help England. I feel some 
managers are just not interested even when England 
suffers embarrassing defeats.”

England fell down badly in the midfield, although Spurs’ 
Glenn Hoddle was one of the few players to emerge from 
the shambles with his reputation intact. 

There are now big question marks against the big 
Ipswich central defenders, Russell Osman and Terry 
Butcher who seemed quite incapable of halting the Spanish 
raids 

Even more worrying for manager Ron Greenwood was 
the way outstanding forwards Kevin Keegan and Trevor 
Francis failed to penetrate. 

Afterwards, Ron Greenwood admitted Spain were good 
winners but he commented: “I do not regard this as a 
setback to our World Cup chances. It gave international 
experience to some young players — and we have a wealth 
of talent which didn’t play.” 

Spanish team boss Jose Santamaria said: “England are 
still a great team but we knew how to attack their weak 
points. We knew England would use high balls into the 
middle and we took steps to counter them.” 

Incidentally, this was the first time England had lost at 
Wembley in the three-year reign of Greenwood.
